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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
[1] Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

I. Claim 1 (and any corresponding dependents), drawn to constructing a 
digital video database representing a plurality of video sequences using 
histograms, classified in class 382 (Image Analysis), subclass 171 
(Histograms - For Segmenting an Image). 

II. Claim 21 (and any corresponding dependents), drawn to retrieving 
corresponding video sequences using queries, classified in class 382 
(Image Analysis), subclass 170 (Histograms - With Pattern Recognition or 
Classification). 

III. Claim 39 (and any corresponding dependents), drawn to extracting image 
descriptions for video sequences, classified in class 382 (Image Analysis), 
subclass 190 (Pattern Recognition - Feature Extraction). 

[2] The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I and II are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in 
a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope 
and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, subcombinations I has separate utility such as 
constructing databases using histograms for databases other than databases that are 
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specifically "queried" according to the method of subcombination II. See MPEP 
§ 806.05(d). 

Inventions I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope 
and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, subcombinations I has separate utility such as 
constructing databases using histograms for databases other than databases that are 
specifically "extracted" using descriptions according to the method of subcombination 
III. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Inventions II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together 
in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct if they do not overlap in scope 
and are not obvious variants, and if it is shown that at least one subcombination is 
separately usable. In the instant case, subcombinations II has separate utility such as 
"querying" databases other than databases that are specifically "extracted" using 
descriptions according to the method of subcombination III. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given above 
and the inventions require a different field of search (see MPEP § 808.02), restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
